Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, and 7, drawn to a ballistic resistant armor. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-5, drawn to a method of producing armor. 

Group III, claim(s) 6, drawn to a method to control delamination. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The armor apparatus can be made by different 
methods than those of Groups II and III, such as using powdered elastomer or trimming after 
curing; or using set amounts of elastomer or using different types of lamination material to 
control the delamination. Likewise, the methods are distinct since Group II does not deal with 
steps of controlling delamination as does Group III. 



3. A telephone call was made to Courtney De Mann on 6-17-08 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

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4. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder.
